Undoubtedly  the  two  essential  parts  of  any  educational 
system  are  students  and  faculty  members;  only  with  a  co¬ 
ordination  of  these  two  parts  can  higher  education  succeed 
,as  an  integral  factor  in  the  shaping  of  the  American  nation. 

During  the  past  week,  and  the  few  weeks  preceding  it. 
the  Wartburg  family  has  been  discussing  the  question  of 
Thanksgiving  vacation.  Because  no  vacation  was  scheduled 
beyond  the  one-day  holiday,  the  student  body  brought  up 
the  question  and,  through  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Student  Senate,  submitted  a  request  to  the  administration. 
Last  week  the  executive  committee  of  the  faculty  decided  to 
answer  by  giving  students  a  choice  of  two  more  days  of 
Thanksgiving  vacation  with  two  days  taken  from  Christmas 
vacation  or  leaving  the  calendar  as  it  is  now  arranged. 

This  proposition  on  the  part  of  the  administration  of  the 
college  appeared  at  first  to  be  a  ridiculous  one.  It  hardly 
answered  the  student  request  for  a  Thanksgiving  vacation, 
since  it  cut  Christmas  vacation  so  definitely.  The  main 
reason  now  given  by  the  administration  for  refusing  to  re¬ 
move  two  days  from  the  first  semester  calendar  is  a  logical 
one,  that  the  first  semester  is  already  six  days  shorter  than 
the  second. 

Students  were  certainly  justified  in  their  demand  for  a 
week-end  Thanksgiving  vacation.  This  holiday  can  hardly 
be  observed  with  its  true  significance  in  a  one-day  holiday 
on  a  college  campus  with  the  traditional  Thanksgiving  din¬ 
ner  served  cafeteria-style.  The  family— the  natural  family, 
not  the  college  family— forms  the  unit  for  Thanksgiving  ob¬ 
servance. 

The  fact  that  the  first  semester  is  six  days  shorter  than 
the  second  indicates  some  laxity  in  preparation  of  the  cal¬ 
endar,  but  students  and  faculty  members  alike  should  realize 
that  this  mistake  is  but  one  of  many  made  by  all  members  of 
the  college  family,  just  as  by  all  other  people.  In  view'  of  the 
fact  that  the  administration  did  not  give  a  flat  "no”  in 
answer  to  the  request  submitted,  but  gave  at  least  one  choice, 
students  should  act  according  to  democratic  principles  by 
accepting  the  decision  of  the  Thursday  vote. 

Deans  Carl  Reuss  and  Earnest  Oppermann  set  an  admi¬ 
rable  pace  for  cooperative  endeavor  Wednesday  evening  when 
they  appeared  before  the  student  body.  Democratic  coopera¬ 
tion  is  essential  if  a  college  is  to  succeed  in  its  aims.  Now  is 
the  time  for  the  faculty  and  student  body  to  join  hands  in 
making  the  Wartburg  family  a  successful  venture;  each 
must  realize  its  mistakes  and  attempt  to  correct  them.

UN  Attacks  Russia 

Wednesday,  the  political  committee  of  the  UN  for  the  first  time 
openly  attacked  Russia  and  her  satellites.  Until  then  the  western 
block  has  repeatedly  opposed  the  Russian  block,  but  never  before  has 
such  a  decisive  step  been  taken.  The  political  committee  bluntly  labeled 
Yugoslavia,  Albania  and  Bulgaria  as  “threatening  international  s< 
curity"  because  of  their  persistent  help  to  the  Communist  forces  i 
the  Greek  civil  war.  , 

The  vote  came  after  one  of  the  toughest  fights  that  the  Rus¬ 
sian  satellites  have  ever  waged  against  any  UN  proposal.  For 
five  consecutive  days  the  Balkan  delegates  relieved  each  other 
in  a  continuous  filibuster.  They  used  every  trick  in  the  book 
to  delay  procedures  and,  if  possible,  to  prevent  a  vote.  But 
Wednesday  the  crushing  verdict  was  made  known;  the  UN  split 
squarely  between  the  eastern  and  the  western  blocks  in  con¬ 
demning  the  three  satellites  by  a  vote  of  48-6. 

What  measures  will  be  taken  in  order  to  reestablish  peace  re¬ 
mains  to  be  seen.  Any  disciplinary  measures,  such  as  economic  sanc¬ 
tions  or  military  intervention,  would  have  to  be  decided  by  the  Se¬ 
curity  Council,  where  Russia  has  the  veto  power.  The  important 
fact  is  that  finally  the  western  powers  have  openly  voiced  what  had 
been  a  general  understanding  since  the  end  of  World  War  II;  namely,

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Knights  Trim  Parsons  In  Finale

Wartburg  Knights  ended  their  1948  gridiron  season  by 
trimming  the  Wildcats  of  Parsons  college  31-26  in  an  Armis¬ 
tice  day  contest  here  Thursday  afternoon  in  as  thrilling  a 
game  as  one  could  want  to  witness. 

It  was  a  battle  all  the  way,  with  the  score  being  tied  at 
6-6,  13-13  and  19-19.  The  Wildcats  edged  out  ahead  26-25, 
and  then  the  Knights  came  rolling  back  to  score  the  winning 
touchdown  in  the  final  period, 

Paul  Bruns  was  the  lad  who  was 
in  Parsons’  hair  all  afternoon  a: 
he  turned  in  a  magnificent  per¬ 
formance.  The  Mason  City  flash 
on  a  brilliant  offensive  display 
he  carried  the  ball  for  172 
yards,  averaging  seven  yards  per 
try,  and  scored  three 
Knights'  five  touchdowns, 

48-yard  jaunt.  He  also 
.  /er  on  defense,  intercepting  two 
Parsons’  passes  and  knocking  down 
several  others. 

Hanus  Continues. 

Erv  Hanus  also  continued  his 
consistently  good  ball  lugging. 

The  “Tama  Express"  remained 
Wartburg’s  leading  ground-gain- 
he  reeled  off  93  yards,  most- 
straight  line  plunges. 

,vas  the  first  grid  meeting  in 
the  history  of  the  two  Iowa  con¬ 
ference  schools,  and  the  Win, 

Wartburg’s  fifth  in  seven  starts, 
enabled  the  Knights  to  finish  in 
third  place  in  the  conference  be¬ 
hind  Dubuque  and  Upper  Iowa, 
who  tied  for  first,  and  Central, 
which  has  a  3-1  record. 

Wartburg  started  out  in  the 
..me  manner  as  it  did  against 
Upper  Iowa,  spotting  its  oppo¬ 
nents  six  points  immediately  after 
the  kickoff.  The  Kelly  Greens 
recovered  a  Knight  fumble  on  the 
Wartburg  39;  and  three  plays 
later,  a  37-yard  pass,  Bill  Jerome 
to  Lindsay,  netted  Parsons  its  first 

Knights  Roar  To  Tie. 

With  Hanus  carrying  the  brunt 
of  the  attack,  the  Black  and  Or¬ 
ange  came  roaring  back  to  tie 
the  count  on  a  65-yard  march. 

But  Parsons  went  into  the  lead 
again,  13-6,  just  before  the  end 
of  the  first  period,  when  Phil 
Delpierre  cracked  over  from  the 
two  and  then  booted  the  extra 

Wartburg  knotted  the  count 
when  Mark  Klatt,  star  left  end, 
leaped  high  into  the  air  in  tht 
id  zone  to  snatch  the  ball. 

Later,  Klatt  set  up  the  Nelson- 
men’s  third  marker  by  blocking 
i  punt  on  the  Parsons’  14-yard 
itripe.  Hanus  bulled  over  for  the 

Wildcats  Snarl  Back. 

Now  the  Wildcats  came  snarl- 
g  back.  They  took  the  kickoff, 
were  set  back  15  yards  for  ille- 
;al  use  of  the  hands  and  then  Paul 
jtrothman  pitched  a  pass  to  Law- 
on,  who  lateralled  to  Jerome, 
vho  went  the  rest  of  the  way  for 
i  TD  on  a  play  that  went  82 
•ards.  A  running  play  for  the  ex¬ 
tra  point  failed. 

Bruns  put  the  Knights  ahead 
the  third  quarter  when  he 
slashed  through  the  line,  saw  he 
couldn’t  go  any  farther  and  re¬ 
versed  his  field.  Again  he  could 
iot  find  a  hole,  angled  for  the 
idelines  and  streaked  48  yards 
or  a  touchdown. 

Parsons  came  back  to  take  the 
ead  early  in  the  final  period  on 
25-yard  flip,  Strothman  to  Law- 
>n.  Delpierre  converted.

The  platform  consists  of  an 
equal  rights  bill,  democratic-so¬ 
cialist  party,  agreement  with  the 
Marshall  plan  and  rejection  of  the 
Progressive  party. 

"The  laxity  of  capitalism  could 
be  remedied  by  socialism  in  the 
event  of  depression  or  capitalistic 
collapse,"  assured  Boyken,  in 
summing  up  the  future  of  the 
party. 

Schwartz  On  Wallace. 

Another  party,  new  in  name 
but  possibly  not  in  ideals,  is  the 
Progressive  party,  discussed  by 
Hugo  Schwartz,  senior.  This 
partv,  led  by  Henry  Wallace,  was 
formed  as  a  protest  against  both 
the  major  political  parties  of  the 
country. 

Formed  in  late  1947,  this  group 
has  often  been  associated  with 
the  "Hammer  and  Sickle,”  al¬ 
though  there  is  no  definite  proof 
of  this. 

The  platform  of  the  party  is 
world  peace,  based  by  equal 
rights  and  elimination  of  segre¬ 
gation.  It  has  also  professed  to 
be  in  sympathy  with  price  sup¬ 
port,  nationalization  of  railroads 
and  public  services.  It  is  against 
the  Marshall  plan,  draft  law  and 
the  cold  war  between  the  United 
States  and  Russia. 

“They  will  continue  to  fight 
and  try  to  destroy  the  lesser  of 
the  two  major  parties,”  concluded 
Schwartz. 

Stumme  Presents  Dixiecrats. 

Newest  party  discussed  wa. 
Stales’  Rights,  or  Dixiecrat,  party 
presented  by  Wayne  Stumme, 
sophomore.  Protesting  the  lib¬ 
eral  movement  of  the  Democratic 
party,  this  group  split  from  the 
Democratic  party  in  July,  1948. 

Its  goal  was  to  stop  Truman  a 
the  convention  and  in  the  elec 
tion.  This  is  a  completely  right 
wing  party.  It  believes  in  a 
state's  right  to  interpret  laws 
concerning  lynching,  poll  tax  and 
segregation  of  races. 

Nearly  twenty  members  were 
present  at  the  panel  discussion.
